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FCC TO MOVE MONITORING STATION

A communications station that prevents illegal interference with 
television, radio and police broadcasts will move to the Vero Beach 
area in September, Federal Communications Commission officials 
said. 

The monitoring station, which tracks national and international 
high-frequency transmissions, will relocate from Fort Lauderdale 
to a 150-acre tract on Lloyd Road, 3 miles south of SR 60 near CR 
512, said Barry Nadler, a station engineer. 

Ten employes will monitor transmissions to prevent illegal in- 
terference and make sure transmissions comply with FCC rules, he 
said. Indian River County will benefit because the station can 
detect transmissions interfering with police and other emergency 
frequencies, Nadler said. 

Minor cases of interference — such as citizens band radio 
disturbing residents television pictures — still will be handled by 
FCC offices in Tampa and Miami. 

The station’s specialized tracking equipment also can assist the 
Coast Guard in finding boats in distress, Nadler said. 

FCC officials want to move the station to the rural area near Vero 
Beach because electrical noise levels in Fort Lauderdale are 
reducing its effectiveness. 

“By moving, we hope to get 20 or 30 years on encroachment from 
civilization,’’ Nadler said. 

The equipment tracks both domestic and overseas trans- 
missions. If an international radio station in Europe picks up in- 
terference from American transmissions, the station can locate the 
source, Nadler said. 

The Fort Lauderdale station played a major role in discovering 
illegal radio transmissions from Cuba that jammed Hispanic radio 
stations in Mami, Nadler said. One of those stations was the anti- 
Castro Radio Marti. 

The station will monitor all AM and FM radio transmissions, 
television transmissions and many other high-frequency tran- 
smissions, Nadler said.

If your license was issued prior to January 1, 1984, you may 
renew it at any time during the five-year grace period beginning 
with its expiration date. You will be assigned a new call if you 
renew more than two years into that five-year period. If the full 
five-year grace period has elapsed you lose your call and must be 
retested. If your license was issued January 1, 1984, or later, your 
grace period is two years. If the grace period has expired you have 
lost your call and you will have to be retested. If you apply for 
renewal under the grace period you must not operate until your 
new license arrives.

Dear Mr. Hills: (KC4N) 

This will acknowledge your letter postmarked June 2, 1987, inquiring as to the taxable 
status of licensing examination fees for Federal Communications Commission exams 
when such fees are paid to Volunteer Examiner Coordinators. 

In your letter you state the following: 

“The FCC has arranged for several Volunteer Examiner Coordinators (VECs) to 
conduct licensing exams for the FCC. The American Radio Relay League is one of the 
VECs. Under its auspices, certified examiners who are volunteer licensed operators 
administer the FCC exams. 

“The FCC allows the ARRL (or other VECs) to collect fees sufficient to compensate for 
the costs of administering the license exam program. The FCC sets the fees annually and 
requires a strict accounting from the VECs. Currently the ARRL’s fee for examinations is 
$4.35. (The FCC allows $4.37, but the VEC can charge up to the allowance.) Checks for the 
exams are made out by the examinees to the ARRL VEC, and are transmitted with the 
examinees’ papers to the ARRL before being sent on to the FCC for issuance of licenses. 
In Florida, examination sessions may range in size from two or three examinees to 
several hundred. Exams are given at the convenience of the local examining teams, 
coordinated and publicly announced by the VECs. 

“The question we have is whether Florida sales tax should be added to the examination 
fee. Examinations are being conducted somewhere in Florida quite often, nearly every 
day, so we would like to have this situation clarified expeditiously.” 

Chapter 212.0592(10), F.S., as created by Chapter 87-6, L.O.F., which will become ef- 
fective on July 1, 1987, provides: 

(10) Fees or other charges for services imposed by governmental entities enumerated 
in SIC Major Groups 43, 91, 92, 93, 94, 95, 96, and 97, and fees or other charges by the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, and the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation. However, this exemption shall not apply to charges for utility or sanitary 
services.” 

Industry No. 9631 of S.I.C., Major Group 96, enumerates in part: 

“stablishments primarily engaged in regulation, licensing and inspection of com- 
munication, . . . Federal Communications Commission... . . a 

Based on the above quotes, fees imposed by the Federal Communications Commission 
for services will be exempt from sales tax under the new law. This exemption would in- 
clude licensing examination fees. 

Through the month of June, services were exempt from sales tax. Again, this exemption 
would include examination fees provided by governmental entities as outlined above. 

This response is predicated upon the facts and circumstances of your specific situation 
as summarized herein, and is not an official statement or opinion of this Department, but 
rather is issued as assistance to you by this writer. The conclusions reached herein may 
change to the extent that any portions of the conclusions are based on Emergency Rules 
for the sales tax on services which will expire upon the earlier occurrence of December 18, 
1987, or the effective date of Permanent Rules. If you wish an official, binding statement 
on these issues, you may file a written request for a Technical Assistance Advisement, 
pursuant to the required disclosures imposed by Rule 12-11.03, F.A.C., and attach a copy 
of this letter, or you may file a formal petition for Declaratory Statement with the 
Division of Technical Assistance, Department of Revenue, P.O. Box 6668, Tallahassee, 
Florida 32301-0284. We require compliance with Rule 12-2.10, F.A.C., and s. 120.565, F-S., 
for Petitions for Declaratory Statements, and Rule 12-11, F.A.C., and s. 213.22, F-.S., for 
Technical Assistance Advisements.

NET ACTIVITY — ANOTHER MEASURE 
By WA4PFK 

When KA4FZI was manager of QFNS she came up with a unique 
way of measuring net activity but it didn’t seem to catch on. I’d like 
to present it again for your consideration. It is simply the ratio of 
QTC to QNI — that is the total QTC divided by the total QNI yields 
the activity factor. 

A number considerably less than one indicates rather low ac- 
tivity on the part of many net members. As the activity factor in- 
creases it would need to be interpreted by the net manager as to 
whether the activity is spread through the net membership or 
whether a few members are carrying the load. 

A large QNI is certainly desirable, especially on a section level 
net, and traffic is the reason for a traffic net’s existence. The ac- 
tivity factor, QTC/QNI, would give an illustration of how well the 
two balance each other.

Acting on an ARRL 
request, the Commission has issued a Special Temporary Authority 
grant that permits some 50 high frequency amateur stations to 
conduct an experiment in unattended automatic operation while 
transmitting thrid-party traffic on frequencies below 50 MHz. Once 
Skipnet begins its operation, the packeteers named under the STA 
will be able to participate as relay stations or ‘‘packet switches” in 
experimenting with long-haul automated packet communication. 
The network will utilize discrete frequencies on the 20, 30, 40 and 80 
meter high frequency bands to relay traffic nationally. If the 
Skipnet experiment proves to be a success, it could lead to the 
ARRL or some other entity requesting a permanent policy change 
m ae to unattended packet operation on the high frequency

CUBAN QRM 

According to an Associated Press story of July 23rd, the United 
States State Department is sending formal complaints to the Soviet 
and Cuban governments to protest transmissions from Cuba that 
are interfering wth U.S. radio brdadcasts. 

The nighttime broadcasts were transmitted for two days on two 
frequencies used by U:S. stations and were powerful enough to be 
heard as far away as Arizona, the Federal Communications 
Commission said. 

The FCC received complaints of interference from three AM 
stations operating on the 1040 kilohertz frequency; WHO, Des 
Moines, Iowa; WHBO, Pinellas Park, Florida; and WYFX, 
Boynton Beach, Florida. The broadcasts were simulcast on 1160 
kilohertz, but the FCC said it received no complaints of in- 
terference on that frequency. 

The Spanish and English mix of music, news and commentary is 
similar to that of the regular, daytime Soviet radio broadcasts from 
Cuba that began in May. 

Those broadcasts are transmitted on 1040 kilohertz and have 
prompted complaints of interference from two Florida stations 
using that frequency. 

The weekend broadcasts generally are heard only in the Florida 
area because they are transmitted during the daytime. At night, 
“‘with less interference and better atmospheric conditions, radio 
signals can be picked up much further from their source.”’ 

The State Department sent formal complaints to the Soviet and 
Cuban governments after the initial weekend broadcasts, and will 
protest the recent nighttime transmissions in the same way, said 
Nicholas Murphy, a spokesman for the department’s Bureau of 
International Communications and Information Policy. _

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RUSSIAN SATELLITE UPDATE 
RS- 10 and RS-11 were launched at 0724 on June 23rd. The primary 
payload is COSMOS 1861 a navigation transponder. RS-10 and RS-11 


share the spacecraft with the primary payload. They share power 


and other support from the overall spacecraft system. There is thus 
but one spacecraft populated by at least three payloads; RS-10, RS- 
11, COSMOS 1861. 

RS- 10 and RS-11 are, according to current information identical 
except with regard to frequency. Each uses 3 bands in various 
combinations to achieve 5 distinct modes of operation in addition to 
its auxiliary ROBOT repeaters. 

Transponder power outputs are 5 watts! These birds should be 
very loud. No operating schedule has thus far been announced. 
There is some concern that the primary payload COSMOS 1861 
which has a 150 MHz downlink signal is interfering with the 2 mtr. 
receivers on the Amateur Satellites. This makes it probable that 
modes K and T will be the modes of choice since mode A (2 mtrs. to 
10 mtrs.) uses the 2 mtrs. on-board receivers. We will have to wait 
and see how it goes. ” 

The desired orbit was attained very precisely. The nodel period 
is 105.0245 minutes, the orbital increment is 26.3824 degrees west 
per orbit. Average height above Earth is close to 1000 km (621 
_ miles). This puts the satellite well below the Van Allen radiation 
belts contributing to longer lifespan and stable orbit for years to 
come. It also means that when you are operating thru the birds you 
must make some fast tracking with your antennas. 

At this point operating is on a hit or miss mode. An operating 
schedule should be forthcoming in the near future.

TECH MEMOS. 

In the world of Amateur repeaters and FM transmissions we 
have developed a jargon that is interesting and different from the 
jargon used for other modes of radio transmissions. This month we 
are going to define some of the more commonly used special terms. 

Autopatch — A device for connre tine the repeater with the 
telephone lines. 

Carrier Tail — The repeater transmitter carrier that is present 
for a few seconds after the input carrier to the repeater is dropped. 

Closed Repeater — A repeater financially supported and 
maintained by a group of Amateurs for their own use. Use by non- 
group members is usually not welcome. 

COR — Carrier-operated relay. This device is used to turn the 
repeater transmitter on and off at the beginning and end of tran- 
smissions being received on the input frequency. 


Cross Link — The interconnection of two repeaters or the con-

nection of a remote receiver with the repeater transmitter. 

CTCSS — Continuous tone-coded squelch system. A continuous 
subaudible tone must be transmitted along with the audio in order 
to activate the repeater. The repeater receiver will ignore all input 
carriers not containing the proper subaudible tone. 

Deviation — The amount that the frequency is shifted either 
above or below the carrier frequency. For 2-meter FM the standard 
deviation is 5KHz. If your deviation is low you will sound like you 
are speaking too softly. If it is over 5KHz you will sound loud and 
distorted. 

Duplexer — A device that allows a repeater receiver and tran- 
smitter to simultaneously use the same antenna and feed line.

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GUEST EDITORIAL 
COMMUNICATION 
+ By Austin Forsyth, G6FO 

Many years ago, it was said in this space that radio amateurs 
were privileged still to use the simplest, most elegant, accurate, 
reliable and unambiguous method of radio communication yet 
deyised. They still are — and we refer, of course, to the art and 
practice of CW telegraphy. 

It has often been said since (though never by us) that ‘“‘CW has 
had it,’’ or ‘‘Why do we need to know Morse, anyway?”’ or ‘‘Most 
amateurs never touch the key again after passing the Morse Test.” 

Well, the answers are that a large proportion of AT-station 
operations, all over the world, still do use CW as a regular thing — 
because they find it an interesting and entirely satisfactory method 
of communication. As to why the Morse Test is a necessary 
qualification fér a radio amateur license (for the HF bands) in 
every country of the world, there are several answers: The most 
cogent are, first, that by international agreement Amateur Radio is 
defined as a self-training service, and to justify this concept then 
radio amateur operators ought to be able to communicate by 
telegraphy. Secondly, the requirement to learn Morse, and pass a 
test, effectively separates those who take Amateur Radio seriously 
from thage who would just like a license ‘‘to talk to their friends 
over the dir.’ (Of course, there are infinite shades and variations of 
this proposition, but it is a fair generalization.) Thirdly, while it is 
probably true that many amateurs never do use the key after 
passing the Test, this does not justify its abolition. Learning Morse 
is like learning to swim — once you know how, the ability is never 
lost, even if the execution is indifferent due to lack of practice. 
Fourthly, to take and pass the Morse Test is in itself a satisfying 
achievement. 

What it comes to is that since the objective of the great majority 
of radio amateurs is to communicate, and CW is one method of 
communication it is just as important in the amateur context as 
telephony.— and a great deal cheaper and more efficient!

EXTENDED COVERAGE TRANSCEIVERS 
IN THE AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE 

The purpose of this Public Notice is to clarify the Commission’s 
rules regarding equipment that is intended to operate in the 
Amateur Radio Service (ARS), and also in other radio services. 

The Commission has noted that a number of transceivers 
marketed for use in the ARS are also capable of transmitting in the 
adjacent bands allocated to other radio services, such as the 
Private Land Mobile Radio Services and the Maritime Services. 
Some manufacturers are offering conversion kits to permit their 
transmitters and receivers to be modified so that they can operate 
in a Similar manner. 

The manufacturers and users of such devices are reminded that 
transmitters intended for operation on frequencies allocated to 
most of the licensed services, e.g., the Private Land Mobile Radio 
Services, Maritime Services, etc., must be type accepted by the 
Commission for the particular radio service in which they are 
intended to operate prior to the marketing or use of these devices. 
Transmitters used in the ARS, as well as transmitters used by the 
Civil Air Patrol (CAP) and the Military Affiliate Radio System 
(MARS) must comply with the applicable technical standards but 
are not required to be type accepted. 

It is a violation of the Commission’s regulations to: (1) market an 
ARS transmitter that is intended to operate, also, on frequency 
bands outside of the ARS, CAP, or MARS bands without a grant of 
equipment authorization required for the radio service(s) in which 
the transmitter operates; (2) market or operate a transmitter that 
requires a grant of equipment authorization but for which no grant 
has been issued; or, (3) transmit on a frequency allocated to a 
licensed service without the appropriate Commission-issued 
station license.
